Austria, abandoned by Germany, can make no 


efieclive resistance to (he czar's armies and hence is'ready to give up the fight and plead 
for peace, with the object of saving the empire from annihilation. 


Advices which have just come to hand state that the dual monarchy has consented to 


the cession of the Trent!no to Italy in.order to prevent her entering the war.

The enactment of the 54-hour law Is

WAS "SOME" FIGHTER 


BERLIN', April 9 (Correspondence of 


The Associated Press)—From Bohemia 
.-oines the story of a young Bavarian 
who has not had enough of war, not- 
withstanding that he has been throe 
times wounded and was finally ordered 
placed on tho invalid list. He present- 
ed himself at a recruiting office In a 
Bohemian town as a volunteer for tho 
Austrian nrmy, giving the

account of himself. 


He had joined tho Bavarian army as 


a volunteer "in the" llrs't week of tie 
war and received his first wound, a 
slight one in the arm.

ployment Law for Women Goes 
Into Effect Next Week 


STATE HOUSE, Boston April ».— 


The new amendment to the 5-1-hour 
employment law for women, which was 
passed by both branches of the IORIS- 
lalurc tlils year and sinned by "nv. 
Walsh, ROCS into effect next week. Sev- 
eral oilier important labor and in- 
dustrial measures enacted by the legis- 
lature this year are also about to be- 
come law. 
Mi act relative to membership In 


fraternal and bcneliciary corporations 
and another excmpliiiK from taxation 
certain property of the volunteer unli- 
tla, went Into effect today. A resolve 
10 provide for the compensation lor 
cattle killed and property destroyed 
during the epidemic o£ the foot-and- 
moulb disease becomes operalive to- 
monow. 
The enactment of the Si-hour law is 


probably one of the most far-reaching 
pici-cs of legislation In Its effect upon 
manufacturing and similar communities 
aeled upon this year. The amendment 
changes tho aspect of section -IS of 
the original bill, so that section novv 
rcads as follows: 
"No child under IS years of ase and 


no woman shall ho employed in la- 
boring in any factory, or workshop, 
or In any manufacturing, mercantile, 
mechanical establishment, telegraph of- 
fice or telephone excbaiiKC, or by any

company, 


more than 10 hours in any one day; 
and in no case shall tho hours of la- 
bor exceed 54 a week, except that in

Ambassador Gerard

handed him by the Berlin foreign office 
In.reply to tho recent American com- 
munication submitting a claim for an 
indemnity of 5228,059.54 on belialf of 
the Frye's owners. The foreign office 
upholds without qualification Iho local- 
ity under international law of the raid- 
er's action in sinking thft Vrye. and 
bases the liability of the German gov- 
ernment to pay Indemnity solely upon 
the old Prussian-American treaties of 
1793 and 1S2S, which provide tliat con- 
traband belonging to the subjects or 
citizens of either party cannot be con- 
fiscated by thft other and may be de- 
tained or nsofl only in consideration of 
payment of the lull value. 
In view o( this stipulation, ihe note 


pays, of course the American owners 
mu.st bo compensated 
for 
their loss. 


It is pointed out, however, that the case 
of necessity must go Into a prize court 
in'order that questions of owershlp, 
cargo.destination, etc., may be formally 
established.
